caſes, before the patients

find it neceſſary, Tt the ſpeedier recovery of their 
health, to preſcribe them ſome aperient, atte- 
nuanting, or other internal medicine, according to 


their conſtitution, nature, and tage of their re- 


ſpective diſorders. 
I have already remarked that our conſtitutions 
are altered, and diſeaſes cured, by remedies out- 


wardly applied; the reader here muſt obſerve, 


that the outward application of ſome of my ope- 
rations work on the conſtitution, toward the cure 
of the difeaſe, by altering the temper of the 
maſs of fluids, without producing any altera- 
tion in the inſenfible evacuation ; others by al-

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called ſudorifics, there is little likelihood of ob- 
raining ſweat, but a great probability of increaſing 
the feyer, by increafing the motion, heat, and in- 
ſpiſſation of the blood; but let me here remark, that 
eden ſudorifics of the milder kinds, ſometimes prove 
ineffectual, eſpecially when the external ſuperficies of 
the body are dry and parched up by an obſtructed 
perſpiration, which being very nearly analogous to 
the urine, produces an incruſtation (if I may uſe 
the expreſhon) on the external ſuperficies of the 
body, which obſtructs the orifices of the pores, 
and of the perſpiratory and ſudatory tubili in 
ſuch a manner, that it will not yield to any 
mild internal force, while a greater one might 
perhaps be equally fruitleſs ; with this difference, 
that the impelled humour, as it cannot find its 
way out of the body, will return back from its cir- 
cumiference to the center, and there produce ob- 
ſtructions in the largeſt veſſels, which are attended 
with very pernicious or fatal conſequences to the 
patient. It has been obſerved by moſt phyficians, 
cc that in the ſummer months, when perſpiration is 
greateſt, men are leſs apt to be fick, and fewer die. 
The ſpaſms which affect the hypochondriac, and 
the pains which torment thoſe that have the gout, 
generally ceaſe; perſons advanced in years, that 
are of weak conſtitutions, and obnox1ous to diſor- 


ders, are never better than in ſummer. Obſtinate 


quartan agues, and other diſeaſes which have con- 
tinued long, proceeding from an infraction of the 
viſcera are either leſſened in the ſummer time, or 
quite ceaſe. The diſorders which proceed from 
a ſuppreſſion of perſÞiration, are great and danger- 
ous; for it increaſes the impure juices, and diſpoſes 
them to corruption and putrefaction: whence pro- 
ceed univerſal diſeaſes, ſuch as cachexies, madneſs, 
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hermorthages, epilepſies, quinſies, gout, rheums, 
coughs, mpg abſceſſes, catarrhs, ſcurvy, 
rheumatiſm, 2 pox, "meaſles, and con: 
tinyal fevers,” N in bis General Practice of 
Phyfic, ſays ££ that there is always a double 
motion in the fever, the one ftom the circum- 
ference to the centre, or from the external parts 
to the internal; the other from the centre to 
the circumference; the firſt niotion is attended 
with a {mall contracted weak pulſe, with an anxiety 
| of the precordia, and difficulty of breathing; the 
| Jecond with increaſed motion of the arteries, 4 
large pulſe and heat, extended even to the extreme 
. Theſe two * are evidently of a dif- 
Feen nature — efficacy; the firſt, from the circum- 
erence to the eentre, is not only leſs ſalutary, but 
morbid ; nay often fatal, for thoſe who dig of a 
fever, whether continual or intermitting, acute or 
chtonical, die under ſpaſm, c cold, chillineſs, ſhiver- 
ing and ſhaking, with convulfions of the exter- 
nal parts; becauſe ay heart, lungs, and brain, are 
at that time more. oppreſſed with the internal con- 
ion of the wy The other motion from the 
ternal parts, or from the centre to the circum- 
ference and minute veſſels, is ſalutary and vital; 
nay, even . and preſervatory; for under 
this, and b this, the morbid matter exciting the 
febrile 1 4 is corrected, diſcnfſed, and ex- 
elled (by ſweat or inſenfible tranſpiration,) and

Having thus ſet to view ſome injuries and 
inconveniences attending the method commonly 
practiſed for the cure of ſeveral diſeaſes, which may 
ve 'an infight into my practice, I ſhall candidly 
2 upon it as follows: Thoſe patients who 
"re troubled with relaxations, contractions, . 
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deformities of the ſkin, leprofies, venereal com- |; 
laints, ſuppreſſion of any ſecretion, gout, rheu- {WY 
Patifen, calloſities, carnoſities in the urinary paſ- i j 
fages, ſchirrous tumours, ulcers, &c. find their * N 
complaints lulled in different Water Baths, va- " 
riouſly impregnated with medical ſubſtances, and i 
regulated with that degree of heat, which muſt nn 
prove ſalutary, or of great benefit to their reſpective 
maladies, and grateful to their feelings, pro- 
vided the Patient's conftitution, or any other per- 
anent or accidental cauſe does not forbid their uſe. 
For ſuch as may be afflicted with ſtiffneſs, con- 
tractions, white ſwellings, obſtinate obſtructions, iſ 
and. fixed pains, the pumping of properly heated and if 
medicated water, is adminiſtered to the parts affected, 
and urged with ſuch a degree of ſtrength, as will 
mollify and relax the contracted parts, diſperſe the 
obſtructions, and remove the pains, by enlarging 
the diameters of the veſſels, and attenuating the 
ſtagnated and obſtructed fluids : after which, if 
the nature of their diſorders permit, they are 
thence conveyed into vapour baths, which 
are conveniently and ſeparately fitted up, where 
the patient fits on an eaſy chair, ſurrounded by the 
moſt enlivening and chearing effluvia, arifing from 
ſuch kind of herbs, halſams, gums or minerals, as 
have cured fimilar complaints, in fimilar conſtitu- 
tions, or others more particularly adapted to their 
own. The degree of heat is alſo regulated on the 
ſame principles. From the vapourous baths they 
are ſafely conveyed to neat adjacent bedehambers, 
provided with comfortable beds to lie on, for ſome 
(as occafion may require) to receive internal or ex- 
ternal partial or univerſal fumigations ; the bak 
ſamic, ſpirituous, faponaceous, or other friftions; 
or to be between blankets, in order to promote Mi 
N | en- 
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ſenfible perſpiration ; for others, to reſt on a little 
time to cool themſelves, There are alſo dry 
Stoves, and dry vapourous Baths, for the cure 
of dropſies, which is performed with the greateſt 
ſucceſs, provided the patients have not been 
rapped, or the vis vitæ is not too far gone. Reme- 
dies therefore that have a power to cure or alle- 
viate moſt of the innumerable infirmities to which 
ve are ſubject, are certainly worthy of the public 
protection and encouragement, Impelled by theſe, 
and by a natural propenſity to be a uſeful mem- 
ber to community, I ſhall uſe every poſhble at- 
tention in the exerciſe and impravement of thoſe 
acquiſitions, which I have made from others, from 
my father, and from my own obſervation. 

„ The practice of Phyfic, ſays Celſus, ought to be 
grounded on reaſon ; evident cauſes only ſhould be 
admitted ; and all that are phſcure ſhould be utter- 
ly rejected from the conſideration of a Phyfician, 
and from the art itſelf.” This practice of preparing 
for and applying to the human body, the arbitra- 
rily heated and medicated water, vapourous and 
dry Baths, partial Pumping and Frictions, for the 
cure or relief of moſt infirmities, is not only efta- 
bliſhed on reaſon, and ſupported by the authorities 
of the moſt celebrated Phyficians and Philoſophers, 
but experience, that baffler of ſpechlation, 
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has alſo evinced their ſalutary effects in different 
kinds of complaints. The danger and torture which 
often attend thoſe who undergo the courſe of 


— - 


common practice, for the cure of ſeveral inci- 
dental diſeaſes, have already been pointed out, and 
ue the very circumſtances which ſuggeſted the 
= firſt idea of the efficacy and ſafety of this plan. 


None of the Faculty ought to be ignorant of the 
great eſtimation in which the moſt celebrated fathers 
af 


Wh 
an: 
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ef phyfic have held the medicated Water, vas 
pourous and dry Baths, &c. owing to the great ſuc+ 
ceſs they experienced thereby, in the cure of va- 
rious diforders, though adminiſtered to their pa- 
tients in an aukward unphyfical manner. But, ap- 
prized of the great neceſſity of oppoſing the crowds 
of mercenary pretenders, with which this metropolis 
ſwarms, and to refyte the prejudice of ſome of the 
regulars, qui damnant ignorant; I am led to 
add the following obſervations in ſupport of my 
practice. SanForius found by experience, that 
excretions, made in a given time, have com- 
monly this proportion; * that is, if the excretion 
by ſtool be as four, that of urine is as ſixteen; and 
that through the pores of the ſkin is as forty, or 
more: upon which experiment, Pitcairn draws 
this conclufion ; that if you have any fever un- 
derhand, the fame holds good in any diſtemper ari- 
| fing within animal, it is ten times more probable to 
cure it by ſweat than by ſtool;” and Van-Swicten, 
in his Commentary on Boerhaave's Aphoriſms, ob» 
ſerves, “ that they who attempt to cure dro 
fies, arifing from weakneſs, by cleanfing the

with purges, wonder to ſee it grow as tumid in a feu 


days as before; without once confidering that all 
the humours flow into the flaccid veflels, and that 
ſcarce any of the liquids taken down are carried 
off by ſweat or perſpiration : and in acute diſeaſes, 
wherein the ſkin is generally ſo very dry as to carry 
off nothing by wad e and when the orifices 


of the veflels through which we perſpire are quite . 


cloſed up, it is to no purpoſe to endeavour to pro- 
voke a ſweat by warm internal medicines; but if 
the body (ſays he) be expoſed naked in a vapour 


bath; the mouth of the veſſels will open, the ſkin | 
grow moiſt, and ſweat ſoon after enſue: and in 


obſtrue- 
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obſtructions, whenever vapours and famentations, 
with very ſoftening herbs boiled in them, can 
be commotdiouſly directed to the parts, it is to be 
preferred ts all other methods.” He further obſerves, 
that for the cure of a ſchirrous diſorder, nothing 
can be better than to fumigate the part 'twice 
2 day, and uſe gentle frictions: By continuing 
this uſe for ſome months, he adds, I with plea- 
ſure recollect feveral recent ſchirri of the 
breaſt, which I have happily cured,” Huxbam, in 
pleurifies, preſcribes to foment the part, which, 
_ ke, often eaſes the pain, and generally termi- 
nates the diſeaſe. And Brook adviſes tepid vapours 
of decoctions of proper ingredients, to be con- 
veyed to the lungs.—Arbuthnot, on the inflam- 
mation of the liver, ſays, ſweat ſhould be pro- 
moted ; and in thoſe of the bowels, he recom- 
mends warm fomentation. Tiſſot, Artic, XI. Se, 
113, of his Eſſay on the Diſeaſes of People of 
Faſhion, ſays, „that warm baths, by relaxing the 
veſſels, and qualifying the humours, greatly affift 
the cure; and, when there is no reaſon to the con- 
trary, ſhould never be neglected : but above all in 
the obſtructions of the liver.” —Brook, in the inflam- 
mation of the bladder, and difficulty of making water, 
ffrongly directs fomentations of emollient herbs : 
and in that of the eyes, Hoffman adviſes to receive the 
vapours, or of valerian root, liquorice, &e. 
Sir John Pringle (Phyfician to her preſent Majeſty) 
in his obſervations on the Diſeaſes of the Army, 
part iii. ſays, “that a phrenitis is often brought 
on, or increaſed in the hoſpitals of an army, by 
the want of due perſpiration, and of warmth in the 
extremities ; therefore as ſoon as a ſoldier is brought 
into the houſe with feveriſh ſymptons, his hands 
and feet ſhould be waſhed with warm vinegar and 

water ;

water; and (ſays he) I would likewiſe recommend 


for the hoſpitals, what I have ſometime fince in a 


phrenitis ſucceſsfully ufed in my private prafticey 


a fomentation to the fees and lower part of the legs, 


to be repeated often for an hour or two at a time. 


He farther obſerves, that in the dyſentery, for mi- 
tigating the gripes, and expelling the wind, we are 
not to uſe the warmer carminatives; at leaſt I have 


never known them to anſwer: opiates give im- 


mediate relief, but they only palliate, and often 
increaſs the cauſe. I have (ſays he) met with no 
remedy that remarkably anſwered this intention : 
the beſt was fomenting the belly, and drinking ca- 
momile-tea : the fomentations were made of the common 
bbrbs, with the addition of ſome ſpirits. —The flatu- 
lent pain would ſometimes affect the fide as in a 
pleuriſy ; but a laxative medicine, or the fomenta- 
tion juſt mentioned, removed them without bleeding. 
For the palſy, Boerbaave recommends ſtrong fric- 
tions, endued with ſtimulating virtues, vapourous 
and water baths, and the fume of $.—In con- 
vulſive aſthmas, Brook ſays, after the uſe of fric- 
tions for the feet, they ſhould be put into warm 
water: and if theres are violent ſpaſms about the 
precordia, hot fomentations are highly neceſſary. In 
pituitous aſthmas, Heifter and Huxham enjoin warm 
baths.—Barry ſays, that “ ſudorifics have been by 
ſome warmly recommended in a conſumption of 
the lungs, and are 7 * found more effectual, 
and ſpeedier in their effect, when the operation only 
produces inſenſible perſpiration : But the danger 
that attends their exciting too great a motion of hu- 
mours, counterpoiſes the benefit that might accrue z 
which poſition holds good in fevers, and ſhews the per- 
nicious conſequences of internal ſudorificks, to which 
neither my Father's nor my own operations are in 

| the 
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the moſt diſtant view ſubject, as will be proved 
hereafter. Potter, on the bilious cholic, ſays, 
« when bleeding, briſk cathartics, lenient” me- 
dicines, anodynes or clyſters will not help the 


warm baths, compoſed of emollient decoctions.“ 
Sydenham, on the gout, holds, that evacuating the 
peccant matter by ſweat, is better than to 
attempt it by purgatives or emetics ; and Sanctorius, 
obſerves, that in gouty people, the humours, even 
of the thickeſt ſort, are only to be reſolved by 
means of vapours.“ 

Brook, ſpeaking of the cholic of the dam- 
moni, ſays, If emetics and cathartics will not paſs, 
I order emollient fomentations, eſpecially when the 
belly is inflated, hard, or — 7 with ſpaſms ; 
but much happier effects may be expected from 
baths, prepared with the ſame ingredients. 
% J have often ſeen, ſays, Huxbam, the moſt excru- 


ciating fits of the gravel terminated, when neither 


copious bleedings nor opiates have had the leaft 
effect; nay, I have learnt from numerous experi- 
ments, and do aſſert from what I have collected 
from many judicious authors, that nothing can be 
ſo efficacious to eaſe the pain, and enforce the de- 
ſcent of the ſtone through the areters, as tepid, emol- 
lient baths.” What affiſtance art can lend, ſays 
Pott, in his remarks on the fiftuls in ans, muſt be 
adminiſtered 1 every minute is of conſe- 
quence : and if the diſeaſe be not ſtopped, the pa- 
tient will fink; recourſe muſt be immediately had 
to medical aſſiſtance; the part affected ſhould be fre- 
quently fomented with bot ſpirituous fomentations ; large 
and deep inciſion ſhould be made into the diſeaſed 


part, and the application made to it ſhould be of | 


the warmeſt, moſt anticeptic kinds. He farther ob-

Fan abſceſſes N the neighbourhood of the 
ectum and bladder; he proteſts againſt the uſe of 
the catheter, as a practice attended with danger- 
ous conſequences; he recommends bleeding, and 
emptying the inteſtines, if there be time for ſo do- 
ing, by a gentle cathartic, but the moſt effeftual re- 
lief (ſays he) will be from the warm bath, or ſemi- 
* cupium.” If we take the trouble to trace phy- 
fical authors who have written on the Venereal Diſ- 
eaſe, we ſhall find that many of them recommend 
the medicated water, vapourous and dry baths, 
ſuffumigation and friction as neceſſary and eſſen- 
tial applications, or as auxiliaries for the cure of 
that diſtemper: and in confirmation of what I have 


ſaid, I ſubjoin the following: Mafſa recommends - 


the artificial water bath, but he entertains a great 


opinion of the fumigation, which he allows to be. 


very efficacious in moſt deſperate venereal caſes, 
and where all other methods have failed. 


Cataneus, after proper evacuation, preſcribes the 


warm bath, in order to compleat the cure; and 
Benedic has very often adviſed the ſudatory in 
the of the ſaid complaint. F 

Paſchal, for the cure of the Venereal Diſeaſe, 
propoſes ſweating the patient in a ſtove; after 
which his body 1s to be well rubbed with oil of 
ſfavine, dill, &c. and in this way of ſweating he 
ſeems to place more confidence than in any other 
remedy. Is; 

Galen recommends the ſame proceſs, as the moſt 
powerful means of reſolving. all nodous diſtem- 
pers, and diſſipating the impecated humour about 
the joints, |

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Labora, Jobn de Vigo; and Almenor ſay, * that

Victorius, in his book of the French diſeaſe, ſays, 
« after the patients have been prepared with ſome 
rging pill or potion, they ſhould be put into a

_ © Marchellus, Botallus, Rondeletius, and others, in 
their treatiſe for curing the Venereal Diſeaſe, re- 
commend baths, fumigations, and frictions, with 
ſoftening and emollient liniments, in conjunction 
with other medicines ; and Heurinmus in his Praxis 
Medica, lib. 2, adviſes both moiſt and dry fumi- 
gation. nat 
Turner, in his Practical Differtation on the 
Venercal Diſeaſe, ſays, „that bathing in warm 
water, for lean, hot, and emaciated conſtitutions, 
has been found ſerviceable ; and ſwellings that 
come on different parts of the body, have been 
diſperſed with ſuffitz aceti, and ulcers dried up by 
the fumigation of gums, mixed with cinnabar,

James recommends baths and ſtoves as great auxi- 
liaries in the cure of Venereal Diſeaſes. 
Read, in Venereal Complaints, as well as in Le- 
profies, adviſeth baths, ſuffumigation, and frictions, 
which will diſſolve the obſtruction, promote inſenfi- 
ble perſpiration, a regular circulation, and waſh 
off from the external ſurface of the body the ſedi- 
ment of the ſweat, which according to Serenus, 


when detained, often makes the body rough 
and ſcabby : 


Illotus ſudor, et inopia nobilis eſcæ, 
Sæpe gravi ſcabie correptos aſperat artus. 


1 could add a thouſand authorities to the few al- 
ready advanced, but as my proceſſes are ſo rational, 
and have been found ſo uſeful and effectual in the 
cure of this, as well as in many other complaints, 
I ſhall not trouble mv reader any longer on this head. 

I have performed many cures of Venereal Di- 
ſeaſes, in every one of their ſtages, with and without 
the aſſiſtance of mercurials, with leſs pain and (I 
flatter myſelf) with more advantage to the patient's 
conſtitution, than what could have been done with- 
out the uſe of my operation, which ſhould not be 
neglected by thoſe Gentlemen of the Faculty who 
adviſe mercury for the cure of the complaint in 
queſtion; as I engage myſelf, at my Apparatus, 
to ſee their orders or preſcriptions equally exe- 
cuted by my ſervants attending the Baths, as if they 
were my Own: be os | 

Mercury has been ſuſpected to be very pernicious to 
the conſtitution, not only for its great momentum, 
but for its gravity, which according to Mruc, may 
overload the ſofter viſcera, and tear aſunder the 
diſtended coats of the veſſels: 
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Boerbaave, in his Theory of Chymiſtry, obſerves 
that the extraordinary effects which mercury produce - 
in the body, have given people a notion of its being 
acid; but the caſe is otherwiſe : when received into 
the blood, it only acts by its weight and velocity; 
by the momentum whereof it tears 'and de- 
ſtroys the veſlels, and eccafions thoſe great altera- 
tions. | 
Moulin, (Philoſoph. Tranſat. No. 192, pag. 
486,) has proved this opinion to a demonſtration, 

injecting crude mercury into the jugular vein 
the mercurial globuli burſt through 

the ſmall veſſels in the lungs, and forced their way 
to the ſurface, ſeparating their external covering in 
form of a ſmall bliſter, and where the globules lay 
conſpicuous to the naked eye. He concluding the 
deſcription of his experiment with the 2

lines: From hence may appear the danger o 


uling mercury in human bodies, ſo far as to get 
in the maſs of the blood, eſpecially in the lungs; 
becauſe they are of a lax, ſpungy texture, and want 
that briſk ſtrong motion, which the muſcles have 
in other parts, whereby they are enabled to force it 
along with the blood in order to the raifing a ſaliva- 
tion. That mercury has this effect on the human 
lungs, is plain, from what we daily ſee in perſons 
that have been ſalivated, who are afterwards ob- 
ſerved to die of conſumptions, that will yield to no 
medicine.” 

Harris de lue Venerea, ſays, ** Tanta vero eft in 
hoc ſaliuationis genere humorum fuſio, tanta ſuccorum 
omnium corporis ſæpe exantlatio, ut nil mirum fit, fi ſpi-

So great is the fuſion of humours in this kind of

falivation, ſo great is very often the evacuation} | 
of all the juices, that it is no wonder if the vital 


fpirits are diſfipated ; and eſpecially in this country, 
where melancholy is ſo predominant, that many die, 
from ſach a rapid alan of the fluids.” — 
— Amongſt thoſe patients who have taken mercury 
— by it they had been ſalivated or not) 
here are ſome that have been ſeized with violent 
and torturing pains, eſpecially at the exꝛremities; 
where by its gravity the mercury falls, and be- 
ing of all the fluids the moſt ſuſceptible of heat 
and cold, for want of the former lies there in 4 
ſtate of inactivity. Boerbaave ſays, „ that it acts 
as it is acted upon by the vital impulſe, and when- 
ever that is wanting, it fails of ſucceſs. O Connell, 
in his Medical and Experimental Obſervations on 
Acute and Chronical Diſeaſes, page 411, and 412, 
gives a good account how theſe pains take place 
in the patient's body: © Dolores tamen hi reverd 
venerei non ſunt, ſed mercuriales ; ab exuberanti ſcilicet, 
et nimia mercurii quantizate in minoribus canaliculis con- 
geſta orti, que ſuo ponders horum premit latera, et capa- 
titates coarftat ac confiringit. Hine ſpaſmodicos, ei 
horrendos in perioſtei,aliarumque membranarum ſenſibilibus 
fibrillis excitat cruciatus. Praefatis detento malis, five 4 
mercurio externe, aut interne, majori quam convenit copia 
miniſtrato, ſive a frigore dum hoe fit ſuſcepto ortum ha-

curial: cauſed by too great a quantity of mercury

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dilates their capacity; from hence proceed ſpaſmodic 
and dreadful pains in the ſenfible fibres of the pe- 
rioſteum, and other membranes Whenever theſe 
pains ariſe from detained mercury, in an unneceſ- 
ſary quantity inwardly given, or outwardly ap- 
plied, or from a cold; Erd bleed the patient mo- 
derately, and purge him with a mild cathartic ; 
then baths of ſweet tepid wat-r, in which have been 
boiled emollient, cephalic, and aromatic herbs, are 
to be repeated every day, or every other day, for 
two months; which indeed (ſays he) I have very 
often obſerved to be uſeful and ſalutary.“ 

And alſo for the healing and curing of ul- 
cers and wounds, we have innumerable vouchers 
of the great efficacy of water and vapourous baths, 
prepared with bitter, aſtringent, and balſamic ſub- 
ſtances.” — James, ſpeaking of wounds in general, 
ſays, „they are to be fomented with balſamits and 
vulneraries; and if any external irritating, vellicating, 
cauſtic, ſeptic, and poiſonous ſubſtances, or ſuch as 
produce a redneſs of the parts appear, they are 
with all expedition to be removed, and the parts 
in which ſuch ſubſtances were lodged, and are in- 
jured by them, are to be fomented with viſcid, 
mucous, mild, oleous, anodyne, and gently aperient 
fomentatrons.” Poets, as well as Phyfical authors, 
have recorded the efficacy of fimilar operations : 
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| — — — E femore excidit cultro 

Acutum telum acerbum, ab ipſo autem ſanguinem atram, 
Abluit aqua tepida, et radicem immiſit amaram, |

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There ſtretch'd at length the wounded hero lay, 
Patroclus cut the forky ſteel away; 

Then in his hands a bitter root he bruis'd, 

The wound he waſh'd, the ſtyptic juice infus'd ; 
The cloſing fleſh that inſtant ceas'd to glow, 
The wound to torture, and the blood to flow. 
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The Romans for many years did not uſe any other 
means for curing diſeaſes, and for the preſervation 
of their health, than the artificial medicated water 
and vapour baths ; and ſo great were their effects, 
that what we now call the common Practice of Phyſick, 
they deemed a plague. to the City: in conſe- 
quence of which all the phyficians that followed 
ſuch methods for curing diſeaſes were baniſhed out 
of Rome.—The following paſſage will convince 
the reader to what extenſive uſe they brought 
the artificial medicated water and vopourous baths : 
Fiunt autem artificialia balnea pluribus modis, penes di- 
verſas intentiones Alia enim componuntur ex rebus ano- 
dynis, alia ex emollientibus, alia ex calidis ac relaxantibus, 
alia ex adſtringentibus, &c. alia ex fimplici aleo, alia ex 
lacke, vel quogu? alio liguore fuerit opus: Uſus autem 
varius ad calefaciendum refrigerata, ac exficcandum, ad 
dolorem leniendum, ad emolliendum, ad diſcutiendum, ad 
adſtringendum, e quod ſummatim dicam, ad capitis, ilo- 
racts, ventriculi, inteſtinorum, renum, uteri, vefice, 
jundturarumque paſſiones plurimas.

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„ The artificial medicated baths (ſays he) are 
made in different manners, to ſerve different inten- 
tions; ſome are compoſed of anodynes, ſome of 
emollients, ſome of warm and relaxing, others of a- 
ſtringent ſubſtances; ſome of fimple ail, ſome of 

milk 
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milk, or of any other ſuitable liquor :—their uſo 
is alſo various; ſome ſerve to warm, ſome to refri- 
gerate; others to dry, and ſome to mitigate pain; 
others to mollify and diſperſe, and others to 
ſtrengthen. In ſhort, they are good for the diſor- 
ders of the head, ſtomach, abdomen, inteſtines, 
loins, uterus, bladder, and joints.“ | 

They were no leſs particular in their fomenta- 
tion, as the beforementioned Author obſerves, Chap. 
31, FHumida itaque foments inflammationibus con- 
veniunt a bilioſis bumoribus faftiss Sicca vero his 
gue a tenui et aquoſo ſanguine produtia ſunt, et lenia 
quidem fomenta mordacibus bumoribus conveniunt, mor- 
Aacia vero et attenuantia traffis ac viſcoſis,” Moiſt fo+ 
mentations are in inflammations, cauſed by 
Þilious humours—but the dry are for diſorders pro- 
duced by attenuated and watery blood, the ſoftenin 
= and mollifying fomentations are for ſharp — 

corroſive humours, and thoſe made of ſharp and at · 
| tenuating ſubſtances, are fit to rectify glutinous and 

 viſcousfluids.—Boerhaayerepeatsvery nearly the ſame 
thing for the cure of diſeaſes proceeding from a 
ſpantaneous gluten. Baths (ſays he) are either wet 
or dry; the former act by relaxing and diluting; 
to theſe the:eforg are added aromatic herbs, which 
ſtrengthen and attenuate, and at the ſame time fric- 
tions are uſed ; afterwards the dry baths are of ſer- 
vice, by exciting a greater heat ; but as the whole 
external ſurface of the body is covered with bibu- 
lous veins, the virtue of theſe aromatic herbs may 
be tranſmitted through them, eſpecially when they 
are relaxed in the bath. —And Hippocrates de affec- 
tionibus plainly ſays, „ that whatever part the pain 
invades, ſhould be treated with baths, fomentations, 
and emollient liniments.— Medea, who (as Palae- 


pharus 
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phatus has obſeryed) acquired the reputation of re- 
ſtoring youth to old men, is ſaid to have uſed no 
other ingredients than medicated waters, and the 
effluvia of balſamic herbs. 

Galen de Cerebro, ſays, * that the health of the 
brain is preſerved by the fumigation of aromatics, 

which will comfort it, cure cold, and the head- 
ake. —Brunet, in his Medicina Prafiica, and 


Riverius, in his Praxis Medica, preſcribe for 


the diſorders of the ears, medicated fumiga- 
tions to be conveyed to the parts.—Lotichius de 
Atrophia, ſays, bumeRantia imperanda ſunt, ita ut 
viſcerum obſtruftiones expediantur, in hoc caſu laudabile 
eft balneum herbarum Aromaticarum paratum.— In an 
atrophy, or defe& of nutrition which is a con- 
ſumption of the whole or ſome particular part of 
the body, but eſpecially of the extremities, moiſ- 


tening things are to be preſcribed, ſo as to diſſolve 


the obſtructions of the viſcera, and in this caſe a 
bath prepared of aromatics is commendable.— 
Tiſſot, as above, ſays, „that many eminent phy- 
ficians, regarding all diſorders of the nerves as the 
conſequences of” relaxed fibres and weak digeſtion, 
would effect a cure by means of remedies which are 
hot, and ſtrengthened by gums, ſteel bitters, cam- 
phire, caſtor, muſk, ſpirituous tinctures, opium, 
&c. which is an error, and unhappily they have 
no better ſucceſs than in complaints of the ſto- 
mach ; but an innocent regimen, and the benefit 
of the warm bath, uſed in the morning, faſting, is 
here of the greateſt utility. I have ſeen three pa- 
tients (ſays he) in this cafe, thrown by theſe ſmall 
fevers into a confirmed hectie fever, whoſe fituation 
ſeemed almoſt deſperate, and yet were perfectly 
cured by uſing this remedy, and cows milk only, 
for nouriſhment, vid. the x. Article, ſe&. 86.— For 

curing 
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euring convulſions, to which many of the fair ſex are 
ſp much ſubject, nothing is better than tepid 
emollient water and vapourous baths, and oleous 
frictions; as Baglivi de fibra matrice, ſays, that the cure 
is to be performed by taking away the irritation and 
the contraction of the fibres, with baths and oleous 
ſubſtances. In the obſtruction of the uterus, Prime- 
roſe obſerves © that / denſus et durus uterus fuerit, 
foin, inſeſſu, ſuffitu emolliendus erit ;—it the uterus be 
thick and hard, it muſt be mollified with fomen- 
tation, the half bath, and fumigation;” and in the 
ſuppreſhon of a certain evacuation, we muſt (ſays 
he) balnea, et fotus imperare ex decofiis aperientibus ; 
preſcribe baths, and fomentations of aperient de- 
coctions.” . Tiſſot, on the irregularity of the courſes, 
obſerves, © this diſorder, ſhould be carefully treated, 
and hot remedies cautiouſly avoided, for fear of ir- 
ritating -the nerves, and giving an inflammatory 
thickneſs tothe blood, and thereby prolonging, inſtead 
of ending the malady : it yields to an innocent re- 
gimen, 2 regular life, and warm baths.— And Hip- 

pocrates, in the 1ſt Book, ſays, ſuſſitus ex aromaticis 
muliebra ducit, et aliis queque foret utilis ;—that 
ſuffumigation of aromatics are of eſſential ſervice to 
women. In the inflammation of the uterus, Aftruc 
tells us, “ that practioners adviſed that kind of 
half-bath, diſtinguiſhed in latin by the name of 
inſeſſus ; theſe half-baths were prepared with a de- 
coction of emollient and anodyne herbs, ſuch as 
thoſe which are employed for fomentation ; but 
this practice, (ſays he) had unavoidable inconveni- 
ences; for either the decoction of theſe half-baths 
would be colder than the part bathed, and then 
they would have the ſame bad effects as the topics 
applied cold; or they would be hotter, and in that 
_ Fale would augment the inflammation.” RED 
| What 
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What a misfortune, that remedies thus efficacious, 
and which were judged then to be fo, either by I 
their effets, or by well-founded conjectures, could 
not have been uſed with ſafety for the cure of va- 


rious complaints! Whatever was the cauſe that 


no farther enquiry has been made into ſuch an im- 


portant object, is nothing to our preſent purpoſe: 6 4 


it will be enough for me to ſay, that I have a 


ſure and eaſy method to keep the abovemen- Wi 
rioned baths, for any length of time, to a fixed de- 
gree of heat: The public is indebted for this dit- i 
covery, as well as for many others of no leſs im- 
portance and utility, to my Father, who has been 
the renovator of the antient baths, &c. to which 


he has added many new inventions of his own, | 
which have rendered the application of them ealy | 
and ſalutary for almoſt every complaint. 


It muſt not here be forgotten to ſay ſomething WW 
about frictions, which are equally as neceflary Wl 
auxiliaries for the cure of many complaints as the 


before mentioned operations. The frictions which 


I uſually order for my Patients are of ſeveral kinds, if 


and deſigned often to ſerve quite oppoſite purpoſes. | 
This practice is confirmed by Hippocrates, who ſays, 


c that friction if hard it binds, if ſoft it looſes, 


if violent it diminiſhes, if moderate it fills up.“ 
Galen expreſſes himſelf very near in the ſame i 

manner, where he ſays, © when we would make 
any part fleſhy we muſt rub it till we make 
it ſwell; but when we would diffipate or leſ- 
ſen the bulk of it, we muſt ſtill rub on, till the 
part which has ſwelled ſhall ſubfide.—Nay him- 
ſelf cured many of his Patients by rubbing the 


muſcular parts with emollient liniments, after the 


fomentations had been applied, upon perſons long | 


conſumptive, and in a waſting condition. Columeila 


is of opinion, that it does more good to have the 
back i 
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back well rubbed down, then the ſtomach filled 
with large quantities of food. Van Sweiten, in 
his Commentaries ſays, that frictions cauſe a ſucceſ- 
five and repeated compreſhon and relaxation of the 
veſſels, and ſo ſupply the place of their reciprocal 
motion: by ꝓreſſing the liquid from the apex of the 
veſſels to the bafis, we may turn the arteries into 
veins, and ſo bring the obſtructing matter out of the 
narrow into a broader part of the artery, into which 
it preſently returns again, when the veſſel is re- 
Jaxed ; if this be often repeated it will be exactly 
the ſame caſe as Leevwenboeck ſaw in the bat: i. e. 
the obſtructing matter will be divided and at- 
tenuated by going backwards and forwards, till at 
laſt it can paſs into the vein,, Obſervation ſhews the 
t uſe of friction in reſolving obſtructions:—1 
— ſeen (ſays he) an indurated parotid gland, after 
many very goad applications have failed, reſolved, 
by being well rubbed with woollen claths for an 
hour together twice a day, after having been ex-- 
ſed to the vapour of warm water, vinegar, | &c, 
he like alſo has been ſeen in the glands ry neck 
when they have been ſtrumous, He further obſerves 
that liniments made of the mildeft oily ſubſtances of 
the ſmootheſt oils, drawn from vegetables, are of 
fignal ſervice, eſpecially if applied to the part after 
they have been deterged by bath, and fomenta- 
tions, and well dried, ins, Serm. xii. chap. 21, 
beftows the higheſt commendation on frictions, as a 
reſervative againſt the gout. | 

Rp 4 after be has paſſed fimilar encomiums 
= en the ſubject, ſays, © Add to this, that the extrava- 
fated and concreted blood itſelf will be attenu- 
ated and refolved by friftions ; for if the blood 
which has been taken from the veins of a healthy

are evidently of the greateſt uſe in the cure of con-

Thus I have nearly ſubmitted to the public im- 
partial judgment, a compleat deſcription of my ap- 
— and of its extenſive uſe in the cure of moſt 
diſorders ; with a long train of obſervations and au- 
thorities from noted Phyficians and Philoſophers WM 
in ſupport of the importance of my practice, 
in reſpe& to each of the abovementioned opera- 
tions, except on the pump; concerning which I ſhall Wil 
pow ſubjoin the following. 1.

Quarum omnium 
aff:Fionum, cum prima origo fit in cerelro ipfi ſtatim 
jure principia adbibere remedia, et ipſam ducciam cportet. 
It is a moſt important thing (ſays he) to 
determine the places to which the pump is to be 
applied ;—the more common are from the crown 
of the head to the fore part of it, and hikewile on 
the back part of the head, where the ſpinal matrow 
begins, commonly called the nape.—For a very 
md reaſon ſuch parts have been ſeleAed, becauſe 
they are the moſt convenjent to cure all diſor- 
ders proceeding from the head,..or fituated in the 
head itfelf; ſuch as are all that Me from defluxions, 
which injure the very functions of the head that 
belong to ſenſe, or motion ; or others falling from 
the head to ſome depending part of the body; as 
apoplexies, paralyſis, and thoſe that through 
the communication of the nerves and ligaments af- 
fect the articulation of the bones, the joints, the 
whole body, or any particular part of it; and as 
the origin of all theſe complaints is in the brain, fa 
there without loſs of time we muſt apply the reme- 
dies, and the pump is peculiarly neceflary.” — Aetius 
recommends the pump in contractions, ſtiffneſs, 
and obſtructions; and Boerhaave, with the help of 
the pump, has ſometimes cured the moſt chronical 
and ſtubborn tumours of the knee. The pump, 
therefore, the medicated water and vapourous baths, 
and friction, are of great ſervice for attenuating 
oſs and viſcid humours ; for enlarging the dia- 
meter of the obſtructed veſſels, for mollifying and 
relaxing ſtiff and contracted finews and ligaments, 
reſtoring a regular circulation to the fluids, and its 
natural motion to the ſolids. But to prepare for 
and adminifter to the human body the above- 
mentioned operations, it requires not only a know- 
WE ledge 
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( 29 ) 
ledge of the patient's conſtitution, of his diſeaſe, of 
the anatomy both of body and mind, together with 
other acquiſitions neceſſary to quality a phyfician ; 
but alſo a long experience, and a conſtant and dili- 
ent obſervation on the different effects produced 
y the outward application of different ingre- 
dients. A great many medical ſubſtances of ani- 
mals, vegetables, and minerals, have contrary ef- 
fects outwardly applied, to what they have in- 
wardly given; — few were known to the ancient or 
modern phyficians and philoſophers to act ſo dif- 
ferently ; but there is a very long tribe of them 
in the materia medica that produce in our con- 
ſtitution, outwardly applied, effects diametrically 
oppoſite to the received opinion; effects only known, 
ſo far as I conceive, to my Father and myſelf. 
This knowledge, acquired only by experience 
1 and cloſe attention to this unuſual mode of prac- 
tice, enſures to us that ſucceſs in our undertaking, 
which cannot be expected by others, who are ig- 


norant of our peculiar method. 
In preſcribing or ordering the pump, regard too 
muſt be had to the part on which it is to be given; 
to the force with which the water falls upon it ;* to 
the degree of heat, and to its medical quality; and 
a fimilar attention muſt be alſo paid, in the uſe of 
the other operations. I ſhall endeavour to corro- 
* borate this aſſertion with ſubſtantial authorities, in 
order to inform better ſeveral medical gentlemen, 
who, whether through diſlike, or through ignorance, 
miſapprehend or conceal the efhcacy of this, and of 
the aforeſaid operations ; or repreſent them to their 
patients as the inventions of quacks and impoſ- 
tors. I know many Ladies and Gentlemen who have 
been recommended to theſe medicated baths, &c. 
by ſome of their acquaintances, and who have hap-

ily experienced their uſefulneſs in the cure 61 
lar complaints. There had been a great many 
ntlemen of the faculty that encouraged: them 
to perſue this plan; while ſome, I cannot tell 
upon what principle, when they were conſulted on 
the occafion, depreciated their effects, and were even 
enraged at hearing ſuggeſted to their wispom 
any remedies for ſecuring health. This is a practice 
generally uſed by ſuch oracles, to annihilate every dif- 
eovery that is not uſeful to themfelves, however 
beneficial it may be to the community. They 
have been often cenſured for ſuch ſcandalous deal- 
ing in many publications, but to no purpoſe : 1 
temember to have read the following paragraph 
in an ingenious book called The Duty and Offices 
of a Phyfician: „ There are ſome of our fa- 
culty, who from a pretended regard to the dig- 
nity of the profeſſion, but in reality from the 
meaneſt and moſt ſelſiſb views, refuſe to apply any 
remedy propoſed in this manner, without regard 
to its propriety ; but this (ſays the author) is an 
inſalent piece of tyranny- Every man has a title to 
ſpeak, where his life and his health is concerned, and 
every man is entitled to ſuggeſt, what he thinks may 
fave the life of his friend.” Now to come to my 
purpoſe reſpecting the pump. Galen ſays, that ex 
autiguorum medicorum inſtitutis in capitis affectioni- 
zus duccia ſunt adminiſtrande; nempe que capitali- 
bus conſtare debeant berbis ac floribms aliiſque rebus 
fenuis ad penetrationem, quam ob rem eit nitrum ad- 
miſcebant, ſal, vinum, et etiam nonnulli acetum, Ac- 
cording to the inſtitutions of the antient phyſicians, 
in the diſeaſes of the head, Pumps are to be ad- 
miniſtered; however, they muſt be prepared with 
the beſt kind of herbs and flowers, and of ſubtile 
and penetrating ingredients: for which uſe they 
| mixed 
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mixed nitre, ſalt, wine, and in many inſtances vine- 


gar.” This, and many other given inſtances, proves 
the importance of impregnating waters and vapours 


with the virtue of vegetables, &c. The Right Rev. 
Dr. Berkeley, an eminent philoſopher, ſays, © it 
may be ſaid indeed of common water that it attenu- 
ate ; alſo of mercurial preparations, that they attenu- 
ates ; but it ſhould be confidered that mere water only 
diſtendsthe veſſels, and therefore weakens their tone; 
and that mercury, by its great momentum, may 
mſtly be ſuſpected of hurting the fine capillaries z 
which two deobſtruents therefore might eaſily over- 
act their parts; and by leſſening the force of the veſſels, 
remotely produce thoſe concretions which they are intended 
to remove.” 
Ain, lib. 3, cap. 168, is very juſtly of opinion 
that, pumps and baths of warm mineral water are 
very dangerous to dry and plethoric conſtitutions. 
Ubi habet calidarum ſponte manantium aquarum uſum, 
noxium eſſe capitibus natura calidis :— ft ſulphuree 
(inguit Galenus) aque et bituminoſæ vero quoniam an- 
guſtos claudunt poros ac comprimunt, tenuem excitant 
defluxionem :—where natural warm mineral waters, 
are uſed for hot conſtitutions, it is very pernicious z 
and thoſe (Galen ſays) impregnated with brimſtone 
and bitumen, becauſe they warm, are great enemies 
to hot conſtitutions : thoſe impregnated with allum, 
as they preſs and cloſe up the little pores, cauſe 
ſharp defluxions— | ; 
Charlenton on the Bath water, ſays, that the in- 
convenięnces of pumping there proceed from the 
weight and pr fre of the water, which together 
with its beat, excites a vibratory and impulſive mo- 
tion in the obſtructed veſſels, which puſhes forward 
their ſtagnant contents: if they are liquid enough 
to paſs the bounds of their confinement, me 
WI 
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will attend the application; but where they ate 
too viſcid, where they are endued with an acrimo- 
nious diſpoſition, where the conſtitution of the pa- 
tient is hot and feveriſh, or at leaſt in that ſtate at 
the time of ufing the pump, an inflammation of the 
8 muſt be the conſequence; which, if great care 
| not taken, is followed by a generation of mat- 
ter, whoſe favourable termination calls for the cauſ- 
tic or incifion knife ;” nevertheleſs it muſt be added, 
that patients have been ſent to the Bath water by 
ſome of our wiſe Phyſicians, to bathe and to be 
pumped upon the head for the palſy, for other 
analogous complaints, and ſome for the head-ach, 
Who have loſt their lives under the operation.—

The uſe therefore of natural warm mineral water 
has been, and will prove pernicious in many diſor- 
ders.—The inconvenience of adapting the diſeaſe 
to the uncertain virtue of the waters, inſtead of ap- 
8 (as I do) the remedy to the diſeaſe, 
hath rendered the application of them not only 
fruitleſs, but dangerous. It will be eafily con- 
ceived that the various poiſonous and healing qua- 
lities of natural mineral waters depend on * dif- 
ferent ſubterraneous metallic, bituminous, or other 
| ſubſtances, through which the waters * Many 

a ſpring hath altered its virtue ſeveral times; the 


repeated analyſis of them has evinced the fact. Chy- 
miſts have attributed the different qualities found 
in the ſame ſpring of water at different times, to a 
want of accuracy in the former analyſations, when 
in reality it was owing to a deficiency of thoſe _ 
the

bodies, (which were then worn away by the 
continual flowing of the water through them) 
or to a mixture, or ſubſtitution of others of differ- 
ent nature; hence an ingenious author obſerves, 
«© Haud neceſſum eſt ut ab ignibus ſubterraneis calidi 
fontes enaſcuntur, ſed arte nos tantum ſufficit uti, quia 
pauciſſimis, vel potius nemini datum eſt ſubſtantialiter, 
et realiter intelligere quod inferiore condidit natura an- 
[ gulo. —It is not neceffary for us to uſe natural 
warm mineral waters, but oxly artificial; becauſe it 
is in the power of very few, or rather of none, to 
re what nature has concealed under 
ound.” But as the ſubject at preſent in view is 
to publiſh the importance of my operations, con- 
cerning which I have ſufficiently expatiated, I ſhall 
ſay nothing more on the uncertain and variable 
qualities of mineral waters; ſubjoining only an obſer- 
vation on my machine for pumping on any particular 
part of the body, which is ſoconveniently conſtructed, 
that the quantity of the falling water is at pleaſure in- 
creaſed or diminiſhed, with or without leſſening, or 
mcreafing its force; in ſhort, it may be brought 
from the ſmalleſt drops or ſtream to a full quantity 
and ſtrength of a fire engine; and ſo vice verſa, without 
any additional inſtrument or trouble.—The waters 
| arelikewiſe impregnated with medical ſubſtances, and 
heated to a degree ſuitable to the patient's conſtitu- 
tion, his Aiforder, and part affected, and great care 
and precaution is taken in this, as well in the ad- 
miniſtration of the other operations, in order to 
avoid every inconveniency, and to render the appli- 
cation of them effectual in the cure of thoſe com- 
plaints which they are intended to remove. 
The reader muſt take notice that I never poſi- 
tively promiſe to cure any body, but only under- WF 

take ſuch Patients in whom I think there is a ra- 

D tional 
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tional probability of ſucceſs ; Phyficians, that have 
their honour at heart, ought ſo to do, becauſe the 
Art of Phyfic is conjectural, and very often do not 
correſpond, either to conjecture or experience; and 
now and then it happens that when the Phyfi- 
cian is certain of a cure, it is juſt the time he is 
deluded ; as Ceiſus obſerves, eſt enim; bæc ars con- 
jedturalis, neque reſpendet ei plerumque non ſolum conjec: 
tura, ſed etiam experientia—ſhes interdum fruſtratur, et 
| moritur aliguis de quo Medicus ſecurus primo furt ;— 
'. theſe are general misfortunes which every one of 
the faculty meets with in the courſe of their prac- 
tice, but more ſq thoſe, Who have'quly a general 
knowledge of diſeaſes, without being well ac- 
quainted with the particular temperament of 
the patient, There is too, a natural deficiency in 
ſome Phyſicians abilities, which render them un- 
ſucceſsful in the cure of diſeaſes, — for (as moſt 
learned men agree) the theory of Phyſic belongs 
rt to the memory and part to the underſtand- 
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vi ing, but the practice to the imagination, there- 
. fore this laſt is the faculty moſt wanted to form 
* a diagnoſtic of the diſeaſe, in order to perform 


a cure; Galen Epid, 8 5, com. i. ſays, “ that 
the true name of a yfician is to be the in- 
ventor of the occaſion; but to learn to know time, 

lage and occaſion, are works of the imagination, 
. that carries with it figure and correſpondence; 
ſometimes we obſerve that ſqund perſons, who are 
deeply plunged into ſame ſpeculation, ſee nothing 
before them, nor hear, though they are called, nor 
taſte meat ſavory or unſavory, though in their 
mouth, wherefore it is certain that the imagination 
farm the judgment and notice of particulars, and 
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_ pot che underſtanding or outward ſenſes; then it

follow that the Phyfician who is expert in theory 
will be an ill practioner, inaſmuch as his imagina- Wh 
tion will be lame, and ſo vice verſa. Hence Huartes 
obſerves, © that this is the very reaſon why none are .

Phyficians cannot cure every diſcaſe, A 1 
otherwiſe, as Areteus ſays, „ they would be 
more than Gods; Ægroti omnes ſanari non poſſunt : if 
Medicus enim Deorum potentiam anteiret ; when we 

do our beſt endeavour to cure our Patients, we 
have fully done our duty. I hope the readers 1 
will excuſe this deviation from the main point, 
as it tends to ſhew the imprudence of thoſe lM 
that are too raſh, and abſolute in their prognoſti- b1 
cation. IK, 

What I have ſaid in theſe two antecedent pages 
ſhould not diſcourage any body to procure a re- 
medy for their reſpective maladies, wherever they 
can meet with one. I am of opinion, that my ap- 
paratus of medicated waters, vapourous and dry 
baths, pumps, moiſt and dry fumigations, fric- \ 
tions, &c. will not be deemed an object unworthy Ml 
of their attention for the purpoſe, becauſe who-

for the melancholy recommends an irrigation of water, 
or a kind of pump upon the head, medicated with 
water lilies, lettuce, violets, camomile, Se. 
Baths of ſweet water, in which had been boiled the. 
leaves of mallows, roſes, violets, water lilies, 
flowers of bugloſs, camomile, Sc. ſays Guianer 
cap.

IE ſcurvy being reckoned an univerſal malady || 
in this, as well as in many other northern | 
countries, it is neceſſary we ſhould take notice 
of its cauſes, ſymptoms, and method of cure. 1 
This diſeaſe is either hereditary, or acquired 
from the moiſtneſs or coldneſs of the climate, from 
the ſaltneſs of the atmoſphere, and groſſneſs of | 
the food, from the want of a ſufficient degree of i 
cold to brace, and of heat to diffolve, or what- 
ever it proceeds from all theſe, and other ſimilar i 
cauſes commonly manifeſts itſelf by ſome of the. | 
following ſymptoms: | 


1. A preternatural lazineſs, a ſpontaneous laſſi- 
tude, with pains in all the muſcles, eſpecially in 
thoſe of the legs and loins, and a difficulty of 
walking ; when the patient awakes in the morning, 
his joints and muſcles ſeem to be tired and 
bruiſed. 


* 
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. The reſpiration is difficult upon the ſmalleſt 
motion, there is an appearing and diſappearing 
humour of the legs, oh which appear brown, 
yellow, and violet coloured ſpots, the gums ſwell 
and grow painful, hot and itchy, and bleed upon 
the leaſt preſſure, the teeth become looſe, and the 
patient feels pains in all the external and internal 
parts of his body. ' 
g The gums grow putrid, when inflamed, dif- 
charge blood, and are at laſt ſeized with a gan- 
rene; the looſe teeth by degrees grow yellow, 
Black and rotten, the annuli adjacent to the vene 
ranine becomes varicous ; there ate often fatal hæ- 
-morrhages, which break out from the external 
Kin, without any appearance of a wound, as alſo 
From the lips, gums, mouth, noſe, lungs, ſto- 
mach, liver, ſpleen, pancreas, inteſtines, womb. 
kidnies, &c. There are found every where, but 
eſpecially in the legs, wandering ulcers, ſo obſti- 
nate as to yield to no application, which are apt to 
turn into a gangrene, The patient is alſo afflicted 
with an itch, ſcurf of the ſkin, a dry and mild 
leproſy, the fibrous part of the blood taken from 
the veins, is black, grumous and thick, though 
not. compact, its ſerum is ſaline, aciid, ſharp, and 
corrofive, there are corroding and lancinating pains 
ſhifting from place to place, which ſoon terminate 
and increaſe, but are more violent at night. 

4. There are fevers of various kinds, which 
bring on an athrophy; the patient is ſubject to 
yomiting, diarrhæas, diſſenteries, ſevere ſtrangua- 
ries, deliriums, anxieties, which frequently prove 
mortal, to a dropſy, conſumption, melancholy 
convulfions, palſy, contractions, black ſpots, vo- 
miting and purging of blood, a putrefaction and 
conſumption of the liver, ſpleen, pancreas, me- 

| ſentery, 
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ſentery, then the contagion ſpreads very quick, 
and a painful death puts an end to the patient's i 
life. — Such is the catalogue of the progreſſive |Þ 
ſymptoms that proceeds from the ſcurvy, laid down {| 
by phyfical authors. 
Amongſt the principal cauſes of this diſeaſe, ||| 
we may renumerate a cold moiſt, and a warm ü 
moiſt climate, a faline moiſt air, too long uſe 
of ſalt provifions, and the inſtability — the 
weather. Becauſe if we obſerve the inhabi- 
tants of other climates, contrary to the above- | | 
mentioned, are very little, or not at all infected by | | 
this diſorder, becauſe there is heat enough to | 
exalt and diſperſe the grofs, and offenfive va- | 
pours, and, at proper ſeaſons, cold enough to con- 
denſe and precipitate them; but here they are 
floating in the air, which we conſtantly breath and 
imbibe through the whole ſurface of our body, 
then the elaſticity of the fibres is loſt, obſtruction | 


follows, and other ſymptoms af the ſcurvy ; moiſt 
air makes viſcid blood, and ſaline air inflames this 


viſcid blood, from which proceed broken capil- 
laries, extravaſated blood, ſpots. of different eo- 
lours, ulcers, and many other ſcorbutic effects. 
All the humours of the human body are apparently 
ſaline, though none of them are ſalt itſelf. The too 
long uſe of falt provifions increaſes too much this 
active inſtrument of nature, and diſpoſes the body 
to putrefaction. We know that falt acts only 
when it is diſſolved, and then becomes itſelf a 
very great diſſolvent. Chymiſts commonly agree, 
that no ſpirit, or ſalt, whether acid, or alkali, affect 
Id, unleſs it has a mixture of common or 
fea ſalt, which makes many compoſitions ſo if 
powerful and active, ſo corrofive and deſtructive 
to animal bodies. The falts and oils (ſays Boez- |if 


aave

haave in his chymical hiſtory of putrefaBtion) 


taken into the blood and mixed with the juices, 
are kept in the body ſo long as they re- 
main benign and friendly to it, but if they begin 
to putrify, are either immediately thrown off, as 
| appears by the ſharpneſs and fœtid ſcent of the 
urine, ſweat, faeces, Sc. or if detained excite 
ievous' diſtempers, that muſt of neceffity ſoon 
end in the death of the animal. 

Sir 7obn Pringle, in his twenty-fifth experiment 
__ Septics, Ec: finds ſea ſalt to be an haſtener 

putrefaction, where he ſays, „It being ſo long 
an eſtabliſhed opinion, that ſalt reſiſts putrefaction 
with a power proportioned to its quantity, I did 
not therefore rely on my firſt trial, but often re- 
peated that experiment which contradicted this 
maxim, and 1 ftill found that two drachms af 
freſh beef, with five, ten, or fifteen grains of ſea 
falt, and two ounces of water, putrified ſooner 
than the ſame quantity of fleſh infuſed with water 
only.” — Therefore I think, that an unneceffary 
quantity of ſea ſalt in our conſtitution may he 
_ deemed a principal cauſe of the ſcurvy. 

Here avails very little the affertion of thoſe, 
who tell us, — that the ſalt which is in the 
ocean, prevents its growing -fetid, and putri- 
tying — That ſea water. was defigned to be a 
kind of common defence againſt corruption and 
putrefaction of bodies — That in thoſe regions 
where the heat of the ſun is greateſt, and conſe- 
{ quently more apt to corrupt the fluids, the ſea is 
faltefft. © = | . 1 4 = 

In my humble opinion theſe are very weak argu- 
meats, eaſy to be confuted by the following ob- 
ſervations: 1. Tt is well known, that in this world 
thereare a great many; rivers, and lakes, whoſe 
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waters have not any ſenfible degree of ſaltneſs in 
them diſtinguiſhable by the taſte, and yet are pre- 
ſerved from corruption and putrefaction. But wa- 
ter, expoſed to the air by long ſtanding till, 


will corrupt and putrify, which corruption and 


utrifaction are the conſequences of ſtagnation. 

he ſame happens when the blood or other 
juices ſtagnate in any part of the body, and 
are no longer agitated by the force of circulation, 
they will coagulate, then ſoon begin to reſolve, and 
at length to putrify ; in this chymical operation of 
nature, the animal ſalt becomes volatile,alkaline,ſharp 
and corroſive, and the patient's life is endangered 
by a Sangrene, mortification, apoplexy, 9 
3. That , fea ſalt is not a defence againſt corrup- 
tion and putrefaction, the learned Sir Fobn Pringle 
has proved to a demonſtration, in his experi- 
ments already deſcribed—It.is alſo to our preſent 
purpoſe to obſerve, that a ſolution of ſea-ſalt in 
water, though it cauſes no change of colour in the 
ſerum of the blood when mixed with it, yet diſ- 
ſolves its texture.“ The ſea is certainly ſalteſt where 
there is moſt heat, but not where there is moſt cor- 
ruption, becauſe the heat of the fun elevates more 
watery then ſaline particles in the air. 

As we are treating of the bad effects that ſea-falt 
and ſea - water produce in our conſtitutions, when 
improperly applied; 1 hope the infertion of the 
following caſes, taken from Dr. Ruſſell's Epiſtolary 
Diſſertation to Dr. Frewin, will not be deemed an 
improper help to prove our argument. 

A gentleman, aged thirty-fix, was ſent me as a 
patient from an eminent phyfician in London. He 
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had a large humid ſpreading herpes ® upon the arm 


as alſo ſcorbutic eruptions in ſpots all over the body. 
When he got down to the ſea, he entered upon ſea- 


bathing immediately and drank the ſea-water, but 


upon going in to the ſea, the eruptions were not 
only much raiſed, but became more general, and the 
itching intollerable ; his cloaths ſticking to the parts 


almoſt every where. 


II. A woman upon the ceaſing of the menſes, had 
a return of a humid /epra, which had left her from. 
the time of puberty, or at the firſt breaking down 
of the menſes till then. This was one of the moſt 
general caſes I ever ſaw of the kind, and had been 
increaſed by imprudent, and untimely ſea-bathing , the 
ſalt-water having irritated the fore parts ; the itch- 
ing in this caſe was fo intollerable, that it had al- 
moſt worn/out the patient for want of reſt; and the 
was hardly able to wear any cloaths. 

III. A man aged twenty, came to me with 
ſuch an ouzing from the cutaneous glands, 
that it wet through his breeches $ he fat up- 
on his chair. The fluxion was ſo great, that I 
conceived hopes of reſtraining it only by making 
revolutions with turpeth mineral vomits, and by giv- 
ing calomel, with bis ſea-water: but this rough me- 
thod would not do by any means; it irritated ſo 
much, that he grew infinitely worſe. The crupti- 
ons became now almoſt general; he could hardly 
bear any cloaths on; his hands and feet grew in- 
cruſted, as did his ears, and he was one of the moſt 
afflicted patients I ever ſaw +.

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Either vegetables or animals will not putrify in 
vacuo, but air is neceſſary for the performance of 
this operation; air has always a kind of /za /alt in it, 
e ee I am apt to think that /ea /a/t is an ingre- 
dient qualified to belp putrefaction. One of the prin- 


cipal forts of this effluvia in the atmoſphere, (ſays 


Boyle, in his hiſtory of air) I take to be ſaline, which 


float variouſly among the reſt in that vaſt ocean; 
for they ſeem not to be equally mixed therein, but 
are to be found of different kinds, in different quan- 
tities and places, at different ſeaſons. Nor 1x this 
the only means whereby the air may be impregnated 
with ſaline particles; for the action of the ſun 
upon the ſuperficial part of the earth and fea, will 
alone ſupply that fluid with ſwarms of them. — 
Among the various ſorts of particles wherewith 
the atmoſphere is replete, ſome, ſays he, may be 
ſo ſmall and fo conveniently ſhaped as to enter the 
numerous orifices of the minute glandules of the 
tin, or at other pores thereof ;— he further ob- 
ſerves, that it does not appear that inland countries 


abound with corrofive ſalt, fince the bars and caſe- 


ments of windows will not thereby be greatly im- 
paired by ruſt after they have endured the weather 
for twenty years, from whence he conjectures, that 
the kind of ſalt whereby this diſſolution is affected, 
proceeds from ſea vapours Water ſtagnated, 
not expoled to the air, and F of its ſalt by 
diſtillation, will not putr:fy if it is kept ever fo 

long, but remain pure and very good. Boerhaave 
in his theory of chymiſtry has the following paſ- 


ſage, © A Roman chymiſt ſhuting up a quantity of 


pure water in a veſſel ſealed hermetically, Schottus

he inſtability of the climate, and a cold may alſo- 
ge birth to the ſeuryy—becauſe, if we obſerve a 
udden change from heat to cold, or going in a 
cold place when we are in a ſweat, produces vio- 
lent conſtipation by contracting and clofing up the 
mouth of the capillary veſſels, ſo as to prevent the 
exhalation of perſpirable matter, which when it be- 
comes obſtructed and ſtagnated, will putrify, and 
render the juices of bodies alkaleſcent, ichoruus 
and corroſive, from whence the worſt ſcorbutic 

ſymptoms proceed. went 
Mercurial ſalivation may likewiſe be principally 
concerned in the production of this diſeaſe. Boer- 
haave ſays, © that the medicinal virtues of Mercury 
ſeems owing to its great ſpecific gravity, and the 
1 on ſmallneſs and configuration of its ene 
this account it is more penetrative, and diſſolves 
the texture of the blood and juices, — and for the 
fame reaſon it is, that it ſo ſuddenly brings on 
a degree of putrefafiion of the humours, as we 
find in a /al;vation ; for by thus breaking 
the texture of the fluids, and ſometimes of the 
ſolids likewiſe, it ſo attenuates and reſolves them 
as to make them fetid.” Leake, in his reflections on 
che improper uſe of Mercury obſerves, that every 
degree of putrefaction is followed with a propor- 
tional degree of reſolution in the fluids, and a ſuit- 
able 
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able relaxation and decay of the ſolids, - though 
ever ſo inſenſible; and fince the blood is thoroughly 
melted down, and the ſolid fibres over-ſtrained, Fi 
and waſted by a ſalivation, it may without doubr, 
be looked upon as a cauſe powerfully di/pofing 
the patient to the ſcurvy; for it evidently tends to 

romote the ſame proceſs as that of |, utrefaCtion | 
itſelf : this may probably be deemed a ſubſtantial ft; 
reaſon, not only why the ſcurvy ſo often recurs |; 
after a ſalivation, but alſo why the ſmalleſt por- 
tions of Mercury are ſo extremely pernicious in 
this diſeaſe. In ſuch a caſe, the Mercury will 
not only farther break down the texture of the 
blood, already ſo much deftroved, but will alfo Þ 
exbalt that degree of putrefaction which before exiſted 
in it from the ſcorbutic cauſe :* Lind too has taken 
notice, that thoſe who have undergone a /alivation, 
are of all others the moſt ſubject to the ſcurvy. , 
Though the humours of ſcurbutic perſons are 
commonly akaleſcent, I ſhall not amuſe my reader 
with an acid for the cure of this complaint. I have 
had ſeveral patients under my care, and have ob- 
ſerved many more under the care of other phyſicians, j 
whole fluids manifeſted the ſtrongeſt proof of an al- 
kaline nature; yet many of them grew ſenfibly worſe Þ 
by the uſe of acid medicines. This general rule, con-F 
traria contrariis curantur, has ſome exception: be- 
cauſe we ſhould confider how widely the chemical 
operations of nature differ when performed on liv-f 
ing animals, to what they do on dead bodies: be- 
des, medicines only act on the animals according 
to the different quality and diſpoſition of the fluid 
they are made with in the body. Hence Galen, 
de venæ ſectione adverſus Eraftratum, cap. 7, tom. 104 
page 401. wiſely ſaid, fe pu: gans dederis, five vom 
terium, & prima exbibitio in tua poteſtate eſt, r eligus 
| ; Ae 
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li fortuna vindicat. Whether you give a purge, a 
© vomit, or any other phyſic, the adminiſtration of it 
is in your own power, but the conſequence muſt be 
left to fortune. 

Pitcairn in his differtation concerning the effects of 
E acids and alkalies, obſerves, that moſt of the writers of 


W the laſt age, who were then eſteemed, have affirmed, 


that moſt diſtempers did ariſe from an acid body flow- 
ing in our blood. Some others of late, have affirmed, 
that all diſtempers are occaſioned by too great an 
= influx of an alkaline body, or too great 1 of 
humour. Indrance (ſays he) and lazineſs, be- 
8 fide an eager defire of gain and fame produced theſe 
| ſes; for it was eaſy to inculcate the common no- 
tions of acids and altalies, and with theſe two hard 
and ſounding words to gain the applauſe of the 
people: he further obſerves, that the vegetables 
which we eat, how full ſoever of acid they are, 
yet they are foon changed into alkalies by the 
action of the ſtomach, lungs, and heart, which 
| cauſe the circulation of our fluids ; therefore acids 
are ſo far from cauſing or curing diftempers, and 

of deſtroying the alkalic ſalt of the blood, that 
| acids — into the blood, do rather beget an 41. 
taline bumour. Volatile, alkaline falt of urine, 
blood, bones, air, &c. will imbibe almoſt twice its 
own quantity of any known acid®, Though it is a 
received opinion, that there is not any animal acid 
to be found in animal bodies; yet from this it does 
| not follow, that a vegetable or mineral acid may 
not be found to exiſt in animal bodies, and to be 
| prejudicial to them as well as alkafes. Iam ſenſi- 
ble, ſays Boerhaave, in his 115th Experiment on 
the Phoenomena of the Blood, that acid ſalis do not

coagulate the blood, merely on account of their act- 
dity, but by their auſterity or conſtringing power; 
that the adminiſtration of acid may frequently 
prove prejudicial, by encreafing the lentor and vif-

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tions in the ſmaller veſſels; and in his 9th Proceſs 
upon Animals, obſerves, that if milk ſhould be 
taken by perſons whoſe bodies abound with acids, || 
it will coagulate, that is to ſay, the milk will be ſe- ; 
parated into a thin ſerous fluid and a ſtrong coagu- | N

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lum, which turning grumous, may cauſe ob/tru#ti- 
ons in the viſcera, while (fays he) it ceaſes to be | 
mixed and diluted with the ſerum ; that inſtead of | 
performing this office, may now go away in a foetid Þ 
ſweat, leaving the body pale, faint, and weak; and i 
this unheeded cauſe may give birth to a pale com- 
plexion, a cacochymia, and to other various chronic di- 
ſeaſes; the ſaid author, farther takes notice, 
in his Chemical Hiſtory of Urine, that in any di- 
ſeaſed ſtate of the body, the urine or other humours 
may change from what they naturally were, and |} 
become either alkaline, as in burning fevers, near 
the point of death, &c. or acid, as in pallor virgi- 
num, childrens diſeaſes, &c. By what has been 
' ſaid, it may eaſily be concluded, that as alkalies 
liquify and acids coagulate the blood and other 
juices, both may co-operate together or ſeparately, 
„ the production of the ſcurvy, and alſo for the cure | 
OT it. 9 
To cure this diſeaſe, ſays Boerbaave, in his 1156 j 
and 1157th Aphor. we muſt render moveable that 
which 1s ſtagnant; and fluid, that which 1s coagu | 
lated ; we muſt attenuate what is too thick, and | 
give a proper confiſtence to that which is too thin; 
and likewiſe, what is ſharp and corrofive muſt be 
reduced mild and inoffenfive. 


Amongſt | 
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Amongſt other cauſes, obſtructions ſeem to be 

reckoned as the principal ſources or effets of the 
ſcurvy; and to this moſt phyficians agree. Van 

Swieten in his Commentaries on Boerbaave Aph. 
$ obſerves, that all the functions depend on a free 
paſſage of the fluids through the veſſels; but 
an obſtirufion when formed, and interrupting the 
free paſſage, is capable of diſordering all ihe fun#i- 
an in general, and every diſtin function in particular; hy 
and as @ diſordered funiion is a diſeaſe, there may 

therefore as many diſeaſes proceed from an obſftruftion, 

as there are functions to be diſordered. Many are the 

cauſes, as cliewhere has been obſerved, that pro- 

duce obſtructions, but the ways of removing them 

are not, ſo numerous, eſpecially in thoſe that con- 

ſtitute the ſcurvy. 

Morgan, in his mechanical practice of phyfic, ſays 

& The ſcurvy may be diſtinguiſhed into hot and '' 
cold, and into effluent and external, and influent and b 
internal; although theſe diſtinctions have given 1 
very different names to a great many diſorders as 
affecting different parts, and diſcovering themſelves 

under different ſymptoms; yet the general cauſes 

and method of cure are ftill the ſame ; the curative 

indications, (ſays he) are two, the firſt to attenuate 

and diflolve the concreted matter in the ventricles of Nl 
the glands and cellular membranes; the ſecond, tocar- 
ry off the morbid matter that is diffolved, and fitter 

for evacuation by perſpiration, ſweat, and urine ; for 

as it may be taken as a general rule, which I have 

always found true, in fact, that thoſe diſorders 

(which proceed from the ſcurvy) are never well era- 

dicated and cleared off by emetics or cathartics, and 
ſeldom by ſalivation;” with very good reaſon the above 


cited author has obſerved, that the ſcurvy and its 
ſymptoms are never well cured by emetics, ES, 
an 
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and ſalivation; becauſe, by them, the determination 
of the juices from the center to the circumference, is 
very much lefſened; by this retromation many di- 
ſeaſes will be formed only as conſequences of an inver- 
en of thoſe morbid ſecretions which were by nature 
intended and accuſtomed to be ſeparated by the glands 
and pores of the tin. | 

The method generally praQiſed by the faculty 
3 very often proves abortive: and ſea-bathing is 
equally uſeful, for, in a great many caſes, it only 
encreaſe, inſtead of ſtopping the progreſs of the 
diſeaſe; therefore recourſe muſt be had to better 
and ſafer means. | 
Phyficians generally agree as to the cauſes and 
ſymptoms of the ſcurvy, except ſome few, who | 
ſuſpe& the venereal taint to be its latent principle. 
„ Dr. Muſgrave thinks the Devonſhire ſcurvy to be 
a relic of the leproſy“; but they are not ſo j 
- unanimous in the treatment of it. My method 
of cure is the judicious preparation and appli- | 
cation of artificial medicated water, vaporous, 
dry baths, fumigations, frictions, Fc. of which was 
I here to relate every particular concerning the va- 

rious ſorts of medicinal ſubſtance, degrees of heat, 
Sc. I make uſe of in 3 them for different 
1 conſtitutions, ſeaſon of the year, kind and ſtate of 
this diſeaſe, I ſhould at leaſt treble the bulk of 
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this pamphlet, which is already enlarged more 
than it was at firſt intended to be. But though it is

bons (many of them given over as incurable) have 
been cured of the ad. and other different com- 
plaints by-ufing ſuch operations, under my Father's 
and my own direfion, which alone would be 
futhcient and convincing proofs of their efficacy 
without the afiſtance of argument, nevertheleſs I 
Rave endeavoured to explain myſelf on this ſubject 
| - - to make experience and reaſon go hand in 
and. | 
I ſhould think this little differtation on the Scurvy, 
much more imperfe& than what it is, if I was not to 
ſubjoin the following obſervations, which, together 
| with what I have already advanced, I flatter my- 
| ſelf, will prove my operations, the beſt ſpecific ever 
| known for the cure of this and many other eas. 
| It ought to be fet down (ſays Brook) as 
a general rule, that the ſcurvy, the moſt violent 
of all chronic diſtempers, is not to be treat- 
"ed with draſtic, but with the moſt mild and fim- 
ple medicines; and though I allow the difference 
of ſalts mentioned by phyficians, as the cauſe 
of this diſeaſe, yet the different and far fetched 
corrections of them, ſeems to be ridiculous ; fince 
it is demonſtrable, that the only and ſafeſt method 
of ſubduing all morbid ſalts, is by proper fluids: 
this intention then (ſays he) is anſwered by pure 
and /ight imple water, the genuine meſtruum and diſ- 
ſolvent of all ſalts. Beſides being a diſſolvent of all 
ſalts, 1s a very ſubtle and penetrative body. Homberg* 
| is of opinion, that water enters ſuch narrow pores of 
animal fubſtances as will not admit air, only be- 
cauſe it moiſtens and diffolves the glutinous matter 
of the fine fibres of the membranes, and ſo render

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them more pliable and ſeparate, which are things 


that the air for want of a wetting property, cannot 


do. Nevertheleſs water alone do not diſſolve or pe- 


netrate into uncheous and greaſy bodies, except it | 
be mixed with a ſtrong lixivium, or an alkaly alt, | 
nor will any other kind of ſalt anſwer to the inten- 
tion. Sea-water, with all its falt, will never waſh | 


out any greaſy or oily impurities “. But as we have 


elſewhere obſerved, that mere water would diſtend 


the veſſels, weaken their elaſticity, and produce 
new obſtructions; and as the correcting or waſh- 
ing off the ſaltneſs, which in abundance exiſts 
in ſcurbutic perſon, would not alone be ſufficient 
to perform a cure; we muſt uſe water as a diſſolvent 
and corrector of the ſaltneſs, and as a proper vehicle 
to convey ſuch medical ſubſtances into the patients 
bodies, according to the kind and ſtate of their di- 
ſeaſe and conſtitution. 


Not any other medicinal aid was hardly known 


at Rome for fix hundred years, than the artificial baths 
and ſome few empirical noſtrums as Pliny obſerves, 
lib. 29, cap. 1. In thoſe times, the gout, ſcurvy, 
leproſy, ring-worm, itch, and other foul eruptions, (ſo 
common among us,) were very ſeldom ſeen, owing 


to their frequent uſe of artificial medicated waters, 


vaporous baths, &c. and when they were attacked 
by any complaints, their only ſpecific was the afore- 
ſaid operations; with them the ſuperfluous and mor- 
bid humours were derived from the center to the 
circumference, and in that manner the very ſeat of 
diſeaſes were eliminated out of their _—_—

2 Balneum aque tepide convenientiſimum eſt, 
wiiltter in eo coquuntur berbe refrigerantes ; after the 
body has been ſufficiently purged, baths of the tepid 
water are moſt beneficial and are uſed with more ad- 
vantage when they are impregnated with cooling herbs. 
Hoffman obſerves, that hypochondriac and ſcur- 
| butic patients have been cured by ufing baths of 
ſweet water prepared with emollient herbs; there is 
nothing (fays he) better to diſcuſs hard and painful 
tumors of the legs and feet, then baths with brook 
lime, water-crefles, ſeurvy-graſs, &c. frequently ſed. 

Boerhaave in the iſt, zd, and gd ſtate of the 
ſcurvy, adviſe baths and half baths, 2 
with antiſcorbutie herbs, and recommend friction 
very much: Yan Sweiten in his commentaries is as 
diffuſe upon this ſubject, the effect of which has 
been more fully explained in the +5th and 26th 
pages of this pamphtet. | 

Piſo“ obſerves, that the Brafilians do great things 
with frictions, where he ſays, Mira quidem tum tuen- 
da ſanitatis ergo, cum pleriſque morbis ſonandis, fricti-
